Article 2 is the half brother of Article 


X of the League of Nations. It binds the 
United States as completely as any treaty 
could bind us to take whatever ''efficient 
measures" may be deemed necessary by 
the high contracting parties whenever 
their rights in the Pacific may be threat- 
ened. The history of these alliances has 
been to involve the contracting parties in 
war and the American people should be 
ever mindful of the

A FTER a preliminary study of the pro- 
**• posed treaty, I am convinced that 
President Harding and the Senate cannot 
bind this country in alliance with Great 
Britain, France, and Japan, under the 
terms proposed, without a revolutionary 
denial of our traditional American policy. 


From Foreign Lands 


Under the cloak of a conference made 


possible bv a worldwide sentiment for 
disarmament, the diplomats, representing 
reactionary sentiment in Great Britain, 
France, Japan, and the United States, 
have hatched in secret a treaty of alliance 
which binds this country to go to war 
whenever the "rights" of either of the 
high contracting parties in the Pacific 
are "threatened." 


For the United States to enter an al- 


liance with the only great imperialist na- 
tions which survived the war is a rash 
substitute for the peaceful, anti-imperial- 
ist American policy, tested by a century 
and a quarter, and based upon friendship 
with all nations and entangling alliances 
with none. 


No responsible statesman in this coun- 


try has had the temerity since the elec- 
tion of 1920 to advocate an alliance with 
Great Britain. The people would 
not 


tolerate an alliance with either France or 
Japan. Yet the proposed treaty makes us 
the aJly of each of these countries and in- 
sures our participation in every possible 
conflict which may arise in the Pacific 
involving the interests of any of them. 


Before the conference met the liberal 


masses of Great Britain, Canada, and 
New Zealand demanded that the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance be terminated. 
The 


imperialists who dominate the British 
foreign office evaded this demand, and 
Lloyd George predicted a new alliance, 
including the United States and France 
within the terms of the old agreement at 
the present conference. The conference 
has now taken action in consummation of 
thia important feature of Great Britain's 
program. 


The proposed treaty has all the iniqui- 


ties of the Leagnc of Nations covenant 
with noni of the virtues claimed for that 
document by its advocates. The League 
purported to embrace all the nations in 


particular situation, the United Stales 
would be morally bound under the terms 
of Article 2 to act in accord with her al- 
lies. 


Article 3 makes it impossible for the United 


States to withdraw from the alliance for a per- 
iod of ten years. At the expiration of the ten- 
year period, a twelve months notice must pre- 
cede the withdrawal of any party to the com- 
pact. Therefore if the United States enters 
into this coalition, its hands will be tied, and it 
will surrender its independent right of action 
for a period of eleven years. It will be re- 
called that the League of Nations allowed with- 
drawal on two years' notice. 
..The last article in the proposed treaty, Ar- 
ticle 3, merely serves notice up6n the United 
States that Japan and Great Britain will not 
give up their offensiye and defensive alliance, 
covering much the same territory embraced in 
the new treaty, until this country enters the 
proposed coalition. Thui the menace of a hos- 
tile agreement, originally directed at the Ger- 
man Empire, is held orer the United States to 
drive us to the support of its makers. 
This 


smacks strongly of international blackmail The 
American people are opposed to the policy em- 
braced in this treaty of alliance. As plainly as 
they could indicate their sentiment, they voted 
at the last election for a return to the tradi- 
tional American policy of Washington, Jeffer- 
son, and the long line of American Presidents 
who succeeded them. It is inconceivable to me 
that the Senate will consent to such an act of 
treachery as this treaty contemplates. For my 
own part, I shall do everything in my power to 
prevent its ratification 
r.nd I appeal to the 
masses of this country to speak to their serv- 
ants in Washington in language which canno' 
be misunderstood.

With direct railway con- 
nections, dining and sleeping car accommoda- 
tions understood, between Cairo and Jerusalem, 
American tourists can look forward to an easy 
and comfortable, trip to the Holy Land from 
Egypt.

tions than ever before. New roads and rail- 
roads have been built and every opportunity is 
offered the. happy tourist to visit the famous 
battle fit-Ids of Gaza and Tul Keram, where the 
power of the Turks was broken and Palestine 
returned once more to Christian rule.

My readers will doubtless recall that in The 


Iowa Homestead for August 25th I suggested 
that our farmer-organization 
leaders might 


gracefully and logically accept such a reduction 


in the form proposed, 
patriotic, peace-loving 


the world and to preserve and protect the 
boundaries of each of them. The propos- 
ed alliance is on the face a coalition of 
four powers who at this time are beat 
able to dominate by force the rest of the 
world. This alliance is a challenge to 
Germany, Russia, and other great na- 
tions now prostrate and will ultimately 
drive them into a similar alliance greatly 
exceeding in potential 
man-power 
the 


coalition to which the United States is in- 
vited to bind its destiny. The combined 
population of the United States, Great 
Britain, France, and Japan is less than 
the total number of 
umvilKng subject 


peoples in the British Empire alone. 


This treaty is couched in practically 


tne same language and avows the same 
purposes as the alliances which paved the 
way for war in 1914. 
Mr. Balfour, who 


was at the head ot the British Govern- 
ment which consummated the entente 
between Great Britain and France with 
its secret provisions made in contempla- 
tion of war, and the Anglo-Japanese Al- 
liance, has been the spokesman of Great 
Britain and one of the dominating figures 
at the conference. 


This treaty will no more prevent war 


than did the alliances consummated prior 


to the iniquity of the treaty of Versailles pre- 
vented the ratification of that document. When 
it is understood that the proposed treaty binds 
the United States in alliance with the principal 
beneficiaries of the Versailles treaty, pledging 
American soldiers and American resources in 
defense of their spoils in the Pacific, the peo- 
ple's voice will again be heard in the United 
States Senate.

in their salaries as would put them more near- 
ly on a level with the rank and file of the 
farmers in these organizations, who have bee.i 
compelled to accept much less pay for their 
farm products than in former years. I am de- 
lighted to be able to report that the suggeftion 
bore fruit at the recent national convention of 
the American Farm- Bureau Federation, at At- 
lanta, Ga. The salaries of four of the high of- 
ficials were reduced, effecting a total economy 
for the year, of $7,000. 


J. R. Howard, president of the A. F. B. F., 


had his annual salary reduced from ?15,000 to 
?12,500, a saving of $2,500 a year. 


The salaries of John W. Coverdale, secretary 


of the A. F. B. F., and Grey Silver, Washington 
representative, were reduced from $12,000 to 
$10,000, a saving in each case of $2,000 a year, 
or $4,000 altogether. 


The salary of Charles E. Gunnels, treasurer 


of the A. F. B. F., was reduced from $3,000 a 
year to $7,500, a saving of $500 a year. 


The reduction in salaries in the case of these 


four men totaled ?7,000, which is very good— 
for a starter. 


I hope the good work thus begun at Atlanta, 


in the national federation, will be continued at 
various other places, in the various state fed- 
erations. Unless farm prices come back soon, 
the salaries of the men at the head of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation should be 
cut still more. In the meantime, the salaries of 
the presidents and secretaries of the various 
state federations 
should be cut in proportion, 


to say the very least. Take the case in Iowa, 
for instance. The president, Mr. C. W. Hunt, is 
paid at the rate of $6,000 a year. The secre- 
tary, Mr. E. H. Cunningham, is paid $7,500 a 
year. Mr. Howard suffered a cut in wages of 
16 2-3 per cent. If this same ratio is adopted 
in the Iowa State Farm 
Bureau Federation, 


Mr. Hunt will find himself drawing a salary at 
the rate of $5,000 a year instead of $6,000, and 
Mr. Cunningham will havo to struggle along 
with $6,250 ingtead of $7,500 a year. This will 
mean a saving to Iowa farmers of $2,250 a year 
in this matter of high salaries alone. Other econ- 
omies can well be practiced. If the Iowa Fmrm 
Bureau Federation is wise it will do this, for it 
will find its revenues 
less next year than the 


present year is generally conceded. 


Strict economy must be practiced by all of 


us, all along the line. Organizations of farm- 
ers and organization leaders must not expect 
to fare better than the rank and file of farmers 
themselves.
